The Romulus School District 
will start the 2003/2004 school 
year with a big win. 

A two-year, $3 million Reading 
First Grant was awarded to the 
Romulus Community School 
District 

The grant is applicable to 
kindergarten through third 
grades and will fund various dis¬ 
trict-coordinated activities, 
including research based and 
directed learning instructional 
approaches. 

“Each of our six elementary 
schools will receive fimds to hire 
a reading coach,” said Curri¬ 
culum Director Tom Dolan, who 
wrote the grant for the district 

Dolan also stated that the 
grant would fund a unique new 
textbook series for the K-3 class¬ 
es as well as a specialized train¬ 
ing program for both coaches

and classroom teachers. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Joel R Carr said he was pleased 
that the district received the 
additional funding 

“This grant will allow us to 
effectively supplement our cur¬ 
rent reading strategies and pro¬ 
vide the very best possible 
instruction for Romulus stu¬ 
dents,” he said. 

“The goal of this grant will be 
to provide the best in reading 


instruction for students in both 
school and home settings.” Can- 
added. 

“The school setting will pro¬ 
vide individualized instruction 
and help for the students, while 
the home setting will be encour¬ 
aged to provide a time and place 
for the students to read each 
day.” 

The Romulus district had pre¬ 
viously earned the highest scores 
last spring on the North Central 
Association five-year transitions 
accreditation review, Carr said. 
The district was also among the 
first in the country to receive the 
prestigious five-year transitions 
accreditation for all district 
schools. 

School officials stated that this 
successful gi'ant application is 
just another indication of the 
high esteem in which the 
Romulus Community School 
District is held among state edu¬ 
cation officials. 


Last year U.S Secretary of 
Education Rod Paige commend¬ 
ed the Romulus schools for 
demonstrating that technology 
can play an important role in 
increasing student achievement 


in the sciences. 

Paige used the Romulus 
Schools as a “lighthouse” exam¬ 
ple for other districts to follow as 
they improve student achieve¬ 
ment

Council approves 2 
new liquor licenses

With growth and expansion 
still evident at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, Romulus 
City Council members voted 
Monday to keep the momentum 
going when they granted two 
Class C liquor licenses for new 
airport businesses. 

Michigan Host Inc. (a 
Delaware corporation), Detroit 
Metro Ventures, LLC and Wayne 
County Airport Authority as co- 
licensees requested and 
received two Class C liquor 
licenses with official food per¬ 
mits. 

The Fox Sports Bar, sched¬ 
uled to open July 29 will receive 
one of the licenses to operate in 
the continuously expanding 
McNamara Terminal at Metro 
Airport The Fbx Sports Bar will 
be located post security along 
with other airport businesses. 

The second Class C liquor 
license will bring a Chili’s restau¬ 
rant to the airport. Cuervo 
Tequileria Restaurant applied 
for the license for a restaurant 
which will also be located in the 
McNamara Terminal at Metro 
Airport. It’s also scheduled to 
open July 29. 

The restaurants will serve 
food, beer wine, and spirits to 
customers inside the McNamara

The cor¬ 
poration consists of two partners, 
Michael Carr and William 
Middlebrooks. Each of the part¬ 
ners shares a 50 percent stake in 
the company. 

Mark Young, is the general 
manager and will be responsible 
for the smooth operation and 
day-to-day operations of the 
establishments. 

Young has been employed 
with Michigan Host Inc. for the 
past 24 years, managing various 
restaurants and bars for the cor¬ 
poration. 

Burcroff agreed with the 
granting of the licenses.

Jason Wright said is looking 
forward to taking on a new role 
in the Wayne Police Department 

Wright, who was promoted to 
lieutenant July 12, will be back in 
uniform after a long shift as a 
plainclothes detective. 

“It’ll be a nice change,” he 
said. “It’s a dif¬ 
ferent type of 
work.” 

Wright has 
been with the 
department for 
10 years. He’s 
taking over for 
Lt. Chris 
Johnson, who 
retired after 25 
years of service. 

Johnson’s going 
away party took 
place last week, 
with fanfare that included a clos¬ 
ing of Sims Avenue and one last 
drive through the town, sirens 
blazing and li^ts flashing. 

Wright grew up in Saginaw 
and his experience there led him 
to move to a different community. 

“I felt Saginaw was a dying 
town,” he said. “I figured this 
would be a better place.” 

Even so, he made up a list of 
pros and cons before he made 
the move. The list of negatives for 
Saginaw was a lot longer than the 
list of n^atives for moving away. 
He had plenty of inside knowl¬ 
edge of the way the public safety 


department worked up there. His 
father retired as a firefighter 
flnm the city that was so budget- 
strapped that jobs were constant¬ 
ly on the chopping block. 

Wright has taken on many 
roles in the department. He 
headed up the Community 
Policing Crime Reduction Unit 
(COPCRU), which is among his 
favorite experiences with the 
department. 
The unit is set 
up to do in- 
depth investiga¬ 
tions, execute 
search war¬ 
rants and much 
of the high-pro¬ 
file police work 
assigned by the 
department 
“It was a 
great experi¬ 
ence,” he said. 
“Part of it was 
because of the great partners I 
had. They were good to work 
with. But the job was fast-paced 
and fun. It was the kind of thing 
you go to the academy for. All the 
adrenaline stuff was there.” 

Wright was also the first offi¬ 
cer partnered with a police dog 
in the Wayne Department. He 
and Bullet - who is now retired, 
and resides with Wright - repre¬ 
sented a goal of the department 
to strive toward new aspects of 
enforcement 

They were operating in Wayne 
at a time when many nearby 
departments didn’t have their

own canine officers - conse¬ 
quently, they received a lot of 
calls for assistance and Wright 
made a lot of friends in other 
departments. 

In his new role, Wright will 
oversee the patrol division dur¬ 
ing the day. 

That means a lot of adminis¬ 
trative duties like paperwork, but 
he’ll still be able to take to the 
roads once in a while. 

“I’m just going to get back into 
it and see how things go,” he said, 
adding that 90 percent of the 
work done by police oflBcers falls 
under the category of police 
work, anyway. “Sometimes, you 
live for that other 10 percent” he 
said. 


Wright was promoted based 
on the strength of his interview 
with Police Chief Mike 
Sumeracki, along with his work 
record, he said 

He said that he’s found a com¬ 
fortable fit with the Wayne 


department and described him¬ 
self as a lifer. 

“I’ve been very fortunate,” he 
said.

Westland will welcome home a favorite son Sunday 
when hockey star Mike Modano returns to participate in 
the renaming of the Westland Sports Arena to The Mike 
Modano Ice Arena 

“We are very proud of Mike’s many accomplishments, 
and extremely excited that he can come home for the 
dedication,” said Westland Mayor Sandra Cicirelli. “He’s 
a great hockey player- and an even better persoa” 

Modano, bom in 1970 and raised in Westland, laced up 
his first pair of hockey skates at age 7. Nine years later, at 
age 16, he left home to play for the Prince Albert Raiders 
in Saskatchewan, Canada He played hockey while fin¬ 
ishing high school and after graduating in 1988, he was 
selected by the Minnesota North Stars as their number 
one draft pick in the first round of the NHL draft. 

He played for Minnesota for five years before the 
chise transferred to Texas in 1993 and became the Dallas 
Stars. 


Modano still plays for the Dallas Stars and was recent¬ 
ly named team captain. He leads the franchise in goals, 
assists, points and games played. He has scored more 
than 1,000 NHL points - only the fifth American-bora 
player to accomplish that feat 

Modano is a seven-time selection for the NHL All-Star 
Game, a Stanley Cup Champion, a two-time member of 
the USA Olympic Squad and a member of the World Cup 
Champions Team USA He was voted Rookie of the Year 
by the Hockey News in 1990. 

Modano is the founder of the Mike Modano 
Fbundation, Inc., an organization dedicated to assisting 
children who have been abused, neglected or abandoned. 
The foundation recently partnered with Jonathan’s Place 
to expand the facility in Garland, TX.. The Mike Modano 
House, currently under construction, will serve infants 
and toddlers affected by abuse. 

“Mike is a great example to our young people that 
there is no limit to what they can accomplish. All of us in 
Westland are proud of what he has done both on and off 
the ice,” said Cicirelli. 


City councilman William Wild, said, “Mike Modano is, 
without a doubt, the greatest athlete our community has 
ever provided. The entire city council is very proud of 
Mike’s achievements and feel the recognition is well- 
deserved.” 

Modano, 33, is the son of Michael and Karen Modano 
of Westland. According to Parks and Recreation Director 
Bob Kosowski, Modano’s parents are “elated” about the 
renaming of the arena They have worked with Cicirelli 
in arranging the event and will be present for the ceremo¬ 
ny Sunday. 

The renaming ceremony will include the hanging of a 
Modano replica jersey and the unveiling of a new sign 
and awning. Cicirelli will present Modano with a key to 
the city. 

Autographed jerseys, sticks and pictures will be raffled 
at the event Reebok and other sponsors will provide 
give-aways, and the first 1,000 people in the door will 
receive a commemorative t-shirt 

The ceremony begins at 1 p.m. at the arena, which is 
located at 6210 North Wildwood. Doors open at 11 am. 


Fielding a dream 

Local player hopes for national 
football title with Detroit team

A rusty, worn-out fence sur¬ 
rounds the unkempt baseball 
field at Murray-Wright Senior 
High School. The field dips and 
rolls and is littered with broken 
glass. 

A handful of high school stu¬ 
dents and their coach played 
baseball on the empty field last 
week, beneath a sky gray with 
clouds that appeared to reflect 
the old city below. Almost a 
hundred yards away, another 
coach conducts football try-outs. 

The bustling activity 
melts away as profes¬ 
sional football players 
begin walk onto the 
uneven field. 

“I don’t know if my 
knees and ankles can 
take this field,” said one 
player 

“At least they cut the 
grass this time,” said 
another 

They laugh and move on. 
Others walk onto the field, some 
bearing tattoos others cussing at 
the condition of the field. 

Although they walk and talk 
with the trademark toughness 
of veteran football players, 
there’s something different 
about these gridiron heroes - 
they’re women. And, they hap¬ 
pen to be the only Michigan 
championship football team, 
the Detroit Demolitioa 


Last week, they practiced for 
the Saturday playoff game ver¬ 
sus the Cleveland Fusion, a 
game they eventually woa 

Unlike the field and the city 
they are piacticing in, though, 
the team is a well-oiled 
machine, undefeated and ready 
to defend their national title. 

“The talent and dedication of 
the Detroit Demolition is unpar¬ 
alleled throughout the nation,” 
said Mitchell Rosen, president 
of MEK Sports, the company 
that owns the team. “Ultimately, 
the team hopes to not only 
entertain fans, but also educate

young women and serve as role 
models, opening the door to 
new possibilities and opportuni¬ 
ties.” 

Bev McManus, a 40-year-old 
second-string linebacker from 
Canton Township, is one of 
those role models. 

Like most of the women on 
the team, McManus juggles a 
career, a Ufe, and a family with 
her football. 

“I feel that I inspired my 
daughter, and my son thinks it’s 


pretty cool that his mom plays 
football,” she said. 

Besides parenting son, Nate, 
15, and daughter. Mandy, 12; she 
is also happily manied to hus¬ 
band, Jim. 

“Last year he (Jim) was an 
announcer for the games,” she 
said. “This year he’s just a big 
fan. He’s always there forma” 

Her twin brother, Ernie, and 
her two older sisters, Bert and 
Debbie, are also big supporters. 

With more than 20 years of 
secretarial and clerical experi¬ 
ence McManus started her own 
business, In-Home Executive 
Services. She also uses 
her business experience 
to help market the 
Demolitioa 

As far as the physical 
playing goes, last year 
she injured her knee a 
week before the first 
game, she said. But, as 
soon as she was able to, 
she traveled with the 
team to the games and watched 
them win the National Women’s 
Football Association Super 
Bowl. 

Even though she deserved to, 
she didn’t order a suijer bowl 
ring. 

“I didn’t feel that I had 
deserved it,” she said. “I want 
to earn it” 

Since then, McManus has 
healed from her injuries, and 
changed from running back to 
linebacker positioa 


“Instead of getting hit from 
all sides, I get to put on the hits,” 
she said, with apparent excite¬ 
ment 

Although she is not a starting 
player, she contributes to spe¬ 
cial teams and adds leadership 
and motivation when it counts, 
said head coach Tony 
Blankenship. 

“She is matui'e and a great 
leader. She’s always positive,” 
he said. “Having players like 
Bev on the team helps. She has 
a lot of wisdom” 

“I contribute however I can,” 
said McManus. “My goal is to 
make it all the way to the 
national championship.”

The practice paid off as the 
Demolition defeated the 
Cleveland Fusion 28-15 
Satui-day night at Birmingham 
Groves High School. 

McManus didn’t get a chance 
to play in the game but had a 
chance to cheer and motivate 
the team, she said.

The Demolition plays again 
this Saturday at Birmingham 
Groves High School against the 
Philadelphia Phoenix. If they 
win that game they move on to 
the National Championship 
game.

No blind squirrel 

The Northville Township Police Department deserves some credit 
for their recent investigation of a suspected marijuana farm in 
Northville Township. 

On one hand, it’s easy to dismiss the investigation and the subse¬ 
quent confiscation of the plants as just another job well done. It is, 
after all, what we pay our police forces for - to spot and investigate 
crimes and then hand the evidence and suspect over so criminals can 
be prosecuted. 

We can’t discount the serendipitous nature of the initial discovery. 
DeL Bill Helke just happened to be in the neighborhood when the 
suspect emerged fi'om the woods, sack over his shoulder. 

What happened after that, though, is a prime example of positive 
police work; the type of exemplary investigation that lets us know the 
safety of our community is in the right hands. 

It would have been fairly easy to dismiss the scene and continue on 
with the tasks that actually took Helke to the area It raised a trickle of 
suspicion, though, and he decided to have someone follow up on it 

Once that decision was made, the pieces fell into place relatively 
quickly. Police officials decided to follow up on their suspicions after 
they talked to the suspect and the end result was that he returned to 
the scene of the farm while police were investigating the scene. 

Charges are pending, because police want confirmation that the 
plants are definitely marijuana -they are virtually certain of their 
identity, but want to be able to prove it when charges come down fix)m 
the office of the Wayne County prosecutor 

Helke himself is quick to minimize his role in the find. It’s aU in a 
day’s work to the detective, who said he was just following instincts 
honed by a long career in law enforcement 

“Even a blind squirrel can find an acorn every once in a while,” he 
said. 

That may not have been the case, though, if Helke weren’t the type 
to keep his eyes and mind open as he went about his duties. It’s possi¬ 
ble that this farm may have never been found - it’s located in a fairly 
thickly wooded area, and required some work to get back there. 

Other police officials have said they had a grudging respect for the 
care the suspect showed to the plants. 'They were tilled with a loving 
hand, with all the best types of fertilizer and pest repellents. 

Perhaps this incident has given the criminal element a new 
respect for the township police department It certainly has given us 
another example to show why we already do. 

Real leadership by example 

When Westland Mayor Sandra Cicirelli spoke in favor of the effort 
to begin a recycling program in her city she followed her words with 
action. She was the first Westland resident to sign up for the program 
and pay her $50 annual fee. 

We think that’s the way leaders should act 

Elven if there were any question regarding the merit of the pro¬ 
gram, Cicirelli has demonstrated some very basic, and very important, 
principles of leadership by stepping up and registering for a program 
in which she believes and that she believes is good for her community. 

We also happen to agree with her about that 

Recycling is something every community should olfer or demand 
from residents. While it is voluntary in most communities, it will soon 
become a requirement if the predictions of environmentalists are 
accurate. 

With the amount of trash and garbage produced by every American 
home these days, recycling will soon, they say, be the only hope of pro¬ 
tecting the environment 

We are in the process of depleting the resources of our planet and

It took me half a minute to realize something 
was wrong at the bank PViday aftemooa 

That was probably because I was as preoccupied 
as I normally am when I entered the Charter One 
Bank on Warren and Wayne roads in Westland. 
Gradually, though, as I filled out my slips and tried 
to work out the math, I realized that it was pretty 
loud in there. Not quite concert loud, but certainly 
jacked up jukebox loud. 

Once I realized that, it was easy to figure out the 
source of the extra noise. There was a plasma 
screen television plastered on the wall behind the 
counter and commercials blasted through new 
speakers set into the ceiling. 

Good Lord, I thought, what next? 

It wasn’t as if they were even useful commer¬ 
cials. They talked about debit cards - the already 
unimaginatively imitated concept where they list a 
string of items and then conclude with a single 
word, ‘priceless.’ Others praised the virtues of fi^ee 
checking. 

OK, there was an occasional snippet of actual 
information, like the Charter One sports page that 
informed everyone cringing beneath the speakers 
that the Tigers had won their third straight game 
based on the strength of their pitching. (Since the 
team is sponsored by a rival bank, I even believed 
the news.) 

If you took out that brief bit of arguably useful 
information, though, all the bank was doing was 
advertising to the people that were already inside 
it As in their customers. 

Good grief 

Now I’m not the kind of guy that likes to wait in 
line to begin with, even at the bank, when I can use 



the few extra minutes to fanta¬ 
size about how I’m going to 
spend money that is already targeted elsewhere 
and will disappear soon enough. Sometimes it’s 
nice, though, to have an excuse to sit still during a 
busy day; to stand quietly in line like cattle and 
allow your mind to drift, as your thoughts happily 
scamper nowhere. 

Like the captain, in one of my favorite songs, 
whose ship runs aground and can wait until the 
tide turns around. 

You can’t avoid bank promotions, anyway. Half 
the time you’re ducking under a drooping sign or 
tripping over some other gimmick or giveaway set 
up in the lobby. 

Are the higher ups at the bank really concerned 
that there are people out there somehow missing 
their message? 

This is clearly an example of commercialization 
gone too far. That might be an odd statement from a 
guy who is in a line of work supported by advertis¬ 
ing, but people really need a chance to give their 
minds a break 

We need a few spare seconds where we are not 
over-stimulated by someone trying to sell some¬ 
thing or grab our attentioa 

There’s a subtle scene in a recent movie. 
Minority Report, which was based on a short story 
by Philip K Dick where we have a glimpse of a 
future where everywhere we look our retinas are 
scanned so that personalized advertisements virtu¬ 
ally pop up out of the air 

I thought the scene and the technology put into it

You first see him a block or so away, pumping 
hard on his old rusted, 3-wheel bike. Then you hear 
him blowing his Harpo Marx ooga horn. There’s a 
brilliant flash of white— it’s his teeth, as bright as 
the Florida sun.

8,1984 I was the first one across the beam and the 
wind gusted,” he paused, shrugged and smiled— 
smiled, “and blew me off.” 

He fell just two stories, 20 feet, that’s all, nothing 
really, for this man who for years had walked iron 
beams high in the sky—but then... it was every¬ 
thing. 



“You were an iron worker?” 

I asked. 

“No,” he said firmly, shaking 
his head from side to side. “ I 
was a uvion iron worker” 

The moment Roland hit, the then48 year-old 
FVenchman knew life would never be the same. 
Striking the comer of the pile of 4 by 8 plywood 
with his tailbone, a lot more than bone was shat¬ 
tered. 

“The first ambulance didn’t have a hard stretch¬ 
er with them,” Roland said, again with a big grin. 
“While we were waiting for the second ambulance, 
the coffee truck pulled up to the building site. I said 
gimme a cup of coffee.”

FVench explained. “Can you believe it? Finally, one 
of the guys says, ‘Why don’t we just cut a piece of the 
plywood for a stretcher?’ and that’s what we did.”

FVenchy had been a driven man who 
would lift and haul iron 8 hours a day 
then go home and run 10 miles every 
night Bom in Quebec, one of seven chil¬ 
dren, he and his siblings ended up in dif¬ 
ferent orphanages as children when his 
parents broke up.

“T\vo and eight My wife of 28 
years filed for divorce on Feb. 8. We were 
divorced on the 28th, and, it’s hard to 
believe,” FVenchy is grinning now. “When 
we split up the assets from the mairiage, I 
got$28,(X)0.. .and change.” 

“Life could be worse though,” FVenchy 
smiled. “I could be married to my ex- 
wife.” 

It’s a far way from Boston Marathons, a 
long walk through physical therapy to 
today. And, yes, he walked again, and is 
still walking. 

Around the FVenchman’s neck are sev¬ 
eral fine gold chains. One holds a medal¬ 
lion of St Christopher, the pah-on saint of 
travelers, another a small gold dolphin 
and the other, a medallion that reads, “No 
FToblem.” 

“Was there a gift in your fall?” I asked. 


“It made me a better person,” Roland 
said, again with a huge grin. We sat along 
side his small home. “I became more com¬ 
passionate for people.” 

“What about two and eight?” I asked. 

“It’s all how you look at it,” he said. 
“Life is good to me, I love to live. But I’ll 
tell you,” Roland said with a trace of 
FVench accent “I keep watching the 28th.” 

Grinning broadly now. He laughs 
deeply: “I hope I don’t die on the 28th.”

as we continue to expand in population, 
we continue to expand our production of 
trash. 

The volunteer committee in Westland is 
to be commended for attempting to move 
the city forward with the recycling effort 
While some residents have been critical of 
the $50 annual fee, it is an option and has 
not been arbitrarily imposed on citizens. 

That ought to be the answer to those 
who have expressed a concern about the 
cost—which may be an issue for some resi¬ 
dents of the community. But that cost 
should not be a deterrent in the imple¬ 
mentation of the program or the support of 
the city for the effort. 

Residents in Plymouth pay for bags for 
recycling and other communities also 


impose fees for the service. 

And to be sure, there is a cost involved. 
The separated recyclables are disposed of 
difi’erently, must be kept separate from the 
other waste left curbside and require a 
separate truck and pick up each week. 
That nearly doubles the trash-haulers’ 
expense—^but because of the changes in 
environmental protection laws, the need 
and desire for recycling and competition 
in the market many are providing the ser¬ 
vice at a much reduced cost to communi¬ 
ties. 

To date, only 300 of the 1,000 homes 
needed to implement the service have 
signed on in Westland—hopefully there 
will be another 700 of the 26,000 homes 
who care as much about their community, 
their future and the environment as their 
mayor obviously does.

Canton joins national ^oup 
to combat computer crime

High-tech computer crime and identity 
theft may become a bit more difficult in 
Canton Township soon. 

The Canton Police Department was 
accepted for membership in the National 
White Collar Crime Center (NW3C) June 
26. 

The NW3C is a non-profit organization 
funded by the U.S. Department of Justice, 
Bureau of Justice Assistance. 

“This is another tool that the Canton 
Police Department has to combat eco¬ 
nomic and high-tech crimes,” said Sgt 
Todd Mutchler. 

Some of the support services provided 
by the NW3C include training, investiga¬ 
tive support, an Internet database and 
analytical services, he said. 

Another support service offered by 
NW3C is the Internet FYaud Complaint 
Center (IFCC), according to police. In May 
of 2000, the NW3C partnered with the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBD to 
create the IFCC. This center was put in 
place to collect Internet crime informa¬ 
tion and refer Internet crime victims to 
the appropriate law enforcement agen¬ 
cies. 

“Once we receive the information we 
will, if appropriate, investigate the 


crime,” said Mutchler 

The Canton department had to go com¬ 
plete an application process to become a 
member of the organization, according to 
Mutchler The department had to provide 
case information specific to high-tech and 
economic crimes to qualify for member¬ 
ship. 

“Not just any community can be a part 
of this organization,” he said. “We had to 
show that there was a concern over theses 
type of crimes in the community.” 

Canton police officials made the deci¬ 
sion to join the NW3C in an effort to pro¬ 
tect Canton residents from these crimes, 
he said. 

“Identity theft is a growing concern in 
our community and across the nation,” 
said Det Tom Champagne. “This pro¬ 
gram will help combat it” 

Champagne, who is the Canton Police 
Department computer crimes investiga¬ 
tor, said the training offered by the NW3C 
would help in the investigation of credit 
card fraud, hacking and Internet theft 
crimes as well. 

“High tech criminals are fluid in their 
knowledge of changing technology. Law 
enforcement is slower to adapt to it,” said 
Mutchler. 

“The NW3C is set up to keep pace with 
the changing crimes. It will be an asset 
for us and the community.” 


Wayne sidewalk 
sale continues 
47-year tradition

The streets of downtown Wayne will be bustling 
with activity next weekend, when the sidewalk sales 
event returns to the center of the city. 

The event takes place from Thursday, July 24-

Program, along with the ongoing 
pubhc awareness and education 
efforts led by the Wayne County 
Public Health Department, can 
help us improve mosquito control 
across our communities,” he said.

Wayne County Executive 
Robert Ficano announced last 
week that $200,000 had been 
made available to assist commu¬ 
nities in the fight against mosqui¬ 
toes and the West Nile Virus. 

Speaking to a room filled with 
representatives from many local 
communities, Ficano outlined the 
new Mosquito Abatement 
Program (MAP). 

Under the guide¬ 
lines of the pro¬ 
gram, out-county 
communities may 
apply for a partial 
reimbursement of 
monies spent for 
mosquito abate¬ 
ment activities dur¬ 
ing the 2003 calendar year. The 
application deadline is Sept L 

The monies will be distributed 
on a per-capita basis, according to 
Ficano. Livonia, the largest eligi¬ 
ble community, can apply for 
$18,018. Dearborn, the second- 
largest, can apply for $17,521. 'The 
third-largest community, 
Westland, stands to gain $15,519. 

As of July 10, Westland had 
spent $ 73,200 in mosquito abate¬ 
ment activities, including larvi- 
cide applications on May 13 and 
July 13 and adulticide applica¬ 
tions on June 30. 

It is possible that Westland 
may receive more than the cur¬ 
rently allotted amount of $ 15,519, 


Don Lawrenchuk, medical 
director for the Wayne County 
Health Department, said it would 
take a coordinated effort to kill off 
the disease, altogether 

“This is a community-wide 
problern,” he said. “It will take 
communily-wide solutions.” 

Ficano encouraged communi¬ 
ties to use mosquito larvicide in 
standing-water areas. He also 
urged citizens to use “common 
sense” measures such as wearing 
long sleeves at dusk 
or in mosquito- 
heavy areas. 

In addition to 
the $15,519 expect¬ 
ed from Wayne 
County, the 
Westland Depart¬ 
ment of Public 
Service has app¬ 
lied for a $240,0(X) grant from the 
Rouge Protection Office, also to 
be used in mosquito control. 

“We should hear later this year 
whether we got it,” said Buford. 

“Hopefully, we will get all (of 
the $240,(XX)), but we may get part 
Any money we receive would be 
used next year.” 

Proposed uses include more 
cleaning of catch basins, a glob¬ 
al positioning system for all 
basins, and 
better track¬ 
ing of mosqui¬ 
toes to deter¬ 
mine more 
susceptible 
areas.

Pirates of the Caribbean: The 
' Curse of the Black Pearl sailed 
into theaters last weekend and is

It’s not too often that a movie 
is based on an adventure ride in 

• a theme park. Usually, it is the 
other way around. Leave it to 
Disney to bend the rules, though. 
Disney tried this approach 
before and failed with The 
Country Bears Movie, based on 
the Walt Disney World musical 
show of the same name Pirates 
is major improvement 

Pirate movies, let alone good 
ones, are few and far between. 
However, actors such as Johnny 
Depp, Geoffrey Rush, Orlando 
Bloom and the beautiful Keira 
Knightly help steer this one in 
’ the right direction despite pre¬ 
dictability and the cliche pirate 
antics. 

After success with The Ring, 
director Gore Verbinski took on 
this giant project with grace, style 
and plenty of special effects. It is 
conceivable that many of the 
cliches within the movie are 


homage to older pirate films, 
especially those starring Errol 
Flynn. 

The movie begins with young 
Elizabeth Swann (Knightly), 
daughter of Governor Swann 
(Jonathan Pryce), discovering an 
unconscious young boy. Will 
Turner, adrift in the ocean. She 
discovers an intriguing gold 
medallion hung around his neck 
and she takes it from Turner 
because she fears that it would 
mark him as a pirate, an occupa¬ 
tion that could get him killed. 

The movie jumps several 
years ahead with the grown-up 
Swann still in possession of the 
strange gold medallion that she 
has kept hidden for years. 
Turner (Bloom), now a black¬ 
smith, is obviously in love with 
Elizabeth but doesn’t act on his 
feelings because she is commit¬ 
ted to someone else. 

Depp, known for playing 
eccentric characters such as 
Edward Scissorhands and Ed 
Wood, adds to his repertoire of 
weirdness with his characteriza¬ 
tion of Captain Jack Sparrow. 
And while he certainly overplays 
some scenes, he is the most 


believable of the pirates on this 
ride. He’s also the most fun in 
the film. Even the gobs of mas¬ 
cara around his eyes are tolera¬ 
ble, only because it’s Depp. 

Sparrow sails, term used 
loosely, into port just in time to 
save Elizabeth’s life. However, 
he is sent to prison for being a 
pirate. All this follows a chase 
through the city and an entertain¬ 
ing sword fi^t with Turner 

Just about this time. The Black 


Pearl, a mysterious boat con¬ 
trolled by pirate Captain 
Barbossa (Rush), reaches port in 
search of the medallioa 

Several years earlier, 
Barbossa and his men stole 882 
pieces of cursed Aztec gold. A 
spell was placed on him and his 
crew and now he must return all 
of the gold or face the inevitable 
and unpleasant consequences. 
As Elizabeth has the last remain¬ 
ing piece, he plans to use her 


blood in order to lift the curse. 
Following a battle in the city, 
Barbossa captures Elizabeth and 
the medallion. 

Meanwhile, Turner helps 
Sparrow escape the prisoa They

“The Empire is in peril.” 

So says a recruiter from the 
British government to Allan 
Quartermain (Sean Connery), in 
the opening frames of The League 
ofExtxoordmary GentiemerL 
“You’re probably too young to 
know it, but the empire is always 
in peril,” is the reply 

Then, of course, a battle 
breaks out, complete with karate 
fights and machine guns that 
spurt out errant bullets, which in 
itself is odd because the film is 
set in 1899. After Quatermain 
vanquishes the foes, he decides 
: to answer the caU of the govern¬ 
ment 

The legendary adventurer is 
brou^t in to lead a secret group 
called The League of 
Extmardinary Gentlemen, a sort 
of Victorian super hero group 
made up of classic literary char¬ 
acters such as Dr Jekyll and Mr 
Hyde (Jason Flemyng), Captain 
Nemo (Naseeruddin Shah), 
Dorian Gray (Stuart Townsend) 
and a grown up Tom Sawyer 
(Shane West), who is now an 
agent of the U.S. government 
Throw in an invisible man 
" fibny Curran as Rodney Skinner) 


and Dracula s bride (Peta Wilson 
as Mina Harker), and you’ve got 
all the makings for a truly unique 
adventure movie. 

Or at least you should. 

The film is based on a graphic 
novel written by Alan Moore and 
Kevin O’Neill, and I’m going to 
guess that they weren’t offered so 
much as a glimpse at the script 
ahead of time. That may go a long 
way toward saving tlieir reputa¬ 
tions. 

If the movie were based on a 
particular portion of the comic 
book, or the series, it must have 
been filmed out of sequence and 
left that way 

The general plot follows the 
group as they try to come to 
terms with their own less-than- 
flattering pasts and develop a 
type of trust amongst themselves 
as they try to stave off a world 
war. A madman known only as 
the Phantom is attempting to 
spark the war so he can make a 
lot of money in the ensuing arms 
race - he can inexplicably create 
tanks, machine guns and robot¬ 
ized warriors that would proba¬ 
bly fetch a hefty price. 

The concept itself is workable 
but somehow it never reaches 
any level of credibility. Maybe it’s 
because Nemo’s boat The 


Nautilus, even though it appears 
to be several stories tall when it 
floats atop the water, can 
manuever through the crowded 
canals of Venice, slide beneath 
the many footbridges and do a 
minimal amount of damage. 

Or maybe it’s because 
Sawyer’s high-speed automobile 
can somehow avoid a hail of bul¬ 
lets while it speeds through the 
streets of Venice. Yes, the streets 
of Venice. I never even knew 
Venice had streets. 

Or maybe it’s because, despite 
the pressing need to complete 
their mission quickly, the League 
still has time to pause on a flat 


ocean and get in a little target 
practice. 

“Take your time,” Quatermain 
tells Sawyer, as if that’s all that’s 
needed to hit a small floating 
object 900 yards away. (When 
Sawyer misses, he’s chastised for 
shooting too soon. Yeah, that 
must’ve been it) 

The special effects do allow 
for some breathtaking scenes. 
When Nautilus, tom open by sev¬ 
eral explosions, is seen listing in 
a still calm sea is an example, but 
those moments are too few and 
brief to save this film. 

It’s a mystery why comic book 


adaptations are such a hit and 
miss proposal when it comes to 
transforming them into films. 
They are, essentially, a visual 
medium when they are in book 
form, and it doesn’t seem like it 
would be a great chore to take a 
compelling comic book and 
transform it into a compelling 
movie. 

That’s the case here, unfortu¬ 
nately. 

The ingredients for a success¬ 
ful film are all in place, but this 
gi'oup of gentlemen never rises 
above the ordinary.
